LONDON, July 3.—()—A_ star- 
tled house of commons listened this 
afternoon as David Llerd Georze 
hurled taunts and jibes at his former 
lieutenant, Sir John Simon, who re- 
cently severed his official connection 
with the liberal party. 

It-was many years since parlia- 
ment members have heard a speech 
manifesting such personal virulence. 
Lloyd George received enthusiastic ac- 
claim from the labor side but from 
the conservative benches came angry 
retorts. 

Referring to Sir John’s “intolerable 
self-righteousness,’ the fiery Welsh- 
man said “greater men have changed 
their opinions in the past. but at any 
rate they did not leave this slime of 
hypocrisy:in passing from one side .to 
the other.” 

He likened the dissident liberal to 
a teetotaler who “looked with wrath- 
ful disdain on anyone who had a drop 
of alcohol, however diluted; and sud- 
denly, when he was approaching his 
seventh decade, took a drink and you 
saw him rolling from one side to an- 
other, and then he ended his career 
by entering into an inebriates’ home.” 

Accusing of Sir John by implica- 
tion of seeking favors from the con- 
servative party, Lloyd George said the 
conservatives would use his powers 
and gifts to the utmost, “but when he 
ceased to be useful they would fling 
him out, or treat him as they treated 
a greater man, Joseph Chamberlain-— 
foh him off with a second or third 
rate office and cheat him of the prize 
they had dangled before him.” 

Thunderous labor cheers greeted the 
conclusion of Lloyd George's speech. 
When the house recovered from its 
shock it proceeded with normal busi- 
ness, which ended in passage on the 
third reading of the finance bill. 

This bill implements Philip Snow- 
den's budget and includes the land tax 
proposals which were the immediate 
cause of the breach between Sir John 
and the head of his party. The favor- 
able vote was 274 to 222.

Many Children Jailed 
For Flimsy Offenses 


A large number of children are 
nlaced in jail, often on charges too 
flimsy to be tried, and a large num- 
ber are discharged after trial, ac- 
cording to a report on children in 
jail in 1928 and 1929 prepared by 
_ state department of public wel- 
are. 

“This shows that probation offi- 
eers and the designated ‘uvenile 
courts are not actually handling 
many of these children,” the report 
says. “The study revealed also that 
the children are generally regarded 
as adult criminals and treated as 
such. Little evidence of any con- 
structive effort in behalf of the 
children was revealed.” 

The report is based on a study 
of children of 16 years of age and 
under in jail. Violation of the pro- 
hibition law was seldom given as 
an offense. but the majority were 
held on charges of larceny, bur-

R. A. Seligman, Wesley T. Mitchell 
and Robert Murray Haig, of Colum- 
bia University : Montagu Norman, gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England; Sir 
Robert Horne, former British chan- 
eellor of the exchequer; Sir Josiah 
Stamp, British economist; Silas 
Strawn, American lawyer ; Albert H.

“It is my belief,” Dr. Butler de- 
clared, “that such a conference could 
accomplish more toward putting the 
world on its feet than any number of 
slow-moving official conferences by 
governments.”

LONDON, July 3.—(#)—Sidney B.

Wood's old Roxbury schoolmate and 
doubles partner, Frank X. Shields, 
today announced he would not con- 
test the title because of an injury 
suffered to his knee’ in his semi-final 
match with Jean Borotra Wednesday 
and aggravated yesterday by his play 
in the doubles. : } 

The injury, a strained ligament, 1s 
not séridus but ‘specialists advised 
against putting any more strain on 
the damaged leg for fear of causing 
some. permanent injury. 

TREATMENT SET. 

With a week of rest and then a 
gradually lengthened series of work- 
outs, the specialists said Shields would 
be back in good shape. 

Shields’ withdrawal and the play- 
off of the women’s singles title today 
leaves Wimbledon with only . four 
matches tomorrow, the last semi-finals 
of women’s doubles,. then the finals 
of that phase of play, and the finals 
of mixed doubles and men’s doubles.

MUNICIPAL STADIUM. CLEVE- 
LAND, Ohio, July 3.~In one of the 


most sensational finishes seen in a 
heavyweight cWampionship fight in 
many years, Max Schmeling knocked 
out Young Stribling in the 15th 
round here tonight. 

In the mere matter of 
blows Stribling scored well enough, 
but his hardest and most perfectly 
placed smashes on chin and body had 
no effect at all on the man of tron 
from Germany. Nothing seemed to 


hurt Max. He was hit blows enough to 


knock out a dozen ordinary men, and 
his knees never shook. He was 
socked on the point of the chin with 
vicious uppercuts, and he grinned. 
The grin increased as the _ fight 
went on. 

The finish in that last round fol- 
lowed such a desperate attempt by 
Stribling from the 10th round on (not 
only to stay on his feet but win with 
one last furious blow) that the Geor- 
gian’s gameness will never be ques- 
tioned. He gave everything he had 
but life itself, and it was not enough. 

For four rounds Stribling had been 
barely lasting through to a desperate 
finieh. He was so tired that he 
missed many blows, but now and then 
he gathered for a furious effort and 
sent his gloves whizzing to the mark 
with a ferce that brought yells from 
the crowd. 

It was evident to 40,000 spectators 
ihe huge stadium that Stribling 
was intent on lasting to the limit, 
wsing all the skill he had, and yet 
was trying every moment to get over 
the decisive blow that was no longer 
in his weary muscles, Even his legs 
were going siow. Whe, he went into 
Schmeling he leaned up against him. 
He was so weary that he was ready 
te drop, but still he fought on. His 
mouth and nose were bleeding, his 
eves half closed and eyebrows slashed 
hy the German's blows. But his blue 
eves still stared grimly through the 
red mist. 

SCHMELING FRESH. 

Schmeling was perfectly fresh. He 
might have been starting the first 
round, but for a half-closed left eye. 
He danced around on his toes; he 
kept advancing with quick little steps, 
just as he had advanced round after 
round from the beginning of the fight. 

Stribling missed several blows as 
that last round started. Then he 
ripped an uppercut to Schmeling s 
chin that should have shaken him to 
his heels. Again a desperate right 
uppercut and it did no good at all, 
didn’t even push the German back or 
his little dancing steps.

Stribling, .bleeding; badly punished 
and thoroughly whipped throughout‘ 
the last half of the fight, went down 
for the first time,.from a crushing 
right hand to the chin, in his own 
corner’ as the final few seconds fast 
were ticking off. The Georgian Was 
barely able. to*get*to his feet at the 
count of nine and as Schmeling rushed 
toward him, the crowd yelled wildly to 
“stop it” and Referee George Blake, 
of. Los Angeles, stepped between the 
two, lifting the German’s hand imme- 
diately in token of triumph. 

A LL GATE. 

It was a sudden and dramatic cli- 
max to the championship battle, 
fought in Cleveland’s magnificent new 
stadium on the shore of Lake Erie, 
before a crowd estimated at 35,000 
spectators, who contributed to an. ap- 
proximate “gate” of $325,000, one of 
the smallest in heavyweight title his- 
tory, since the post-war boom days 
began. 

The crowd that occupiéd barely a 
third of the big, double-decked struc- 
ture saw Schmeling toss most of the 
advance dope into the lake and hand 
Stribling the worst defeat .of his 
career. 

It was the first knockout the young 
American ever had experienced in a 
brilliant career that made him a vet- 
eran of ring experience far beyond his 
26 years. Stribling fought tenaciously 
against steadily ebbing strength and 
the persistent attack of the German, 
in his courageous attempt to avoid be- 
ing knocked out. He weathered every 
storm but the last, just when it 
seemed he had frustrated the Ger- 
man’s most determined efforts to land 
the decisive wallop. 


STRIB BLEEDING. 

Stribling was still on his feet, grog- 
gy and reeling, when Referee Blake 
stopped the fight after 2 minutes and 
46 seconds of the final round, but the 
rangy southerner was a sorry sight, 
bleeding from cuts around both eyes, 
his nose and mouth. 

On the Associated Press score sheet 
of the title bout, Schmeling was 
credited with clean-cut margins in 10 
of the 15 reunds. The German won 
the last seveh in succession as he 
belted, hooked and crowded his oppo- 
nent all over the ring. Stribling was 
given the first three rounds and the 
eighth, which he carried off with his 
last rally. The fourth was_scored as 
even, although its closing minute 
marked the first turn of the fight in 
Schmeling’s favor. 

‘Stribling seldom has looked better, 
faster or smarter than in those first 
three rounds. He easily out-footed 
the German, who advanced slowly be- 
hind a shield of arms and gloves. He 
tied up Max easily and twice, in the 
third round, jarred the German with 
stiff right crosses. 

SUDDENLY WILTS. 


Billy the Kid seemed off to a char- 
acteristic start, with the situation 
well in hand, until he suddenly seem- 
ed to wilt in the fourth.round. Wheth- 
er he was worried by Schmehng’s 
persistency and failure to do anything 
but smile off the hardest kind of 
blows, Stribling unquestionably slow- 
ed up and took the defensive.

of Greenwich, Conn., who looked like 
certain pace-setters at the half-way 
mark of the 72-hole medal battle, un- 
til Von Elm came rambling home. 

Von Elm’s performance was the 
high spot in a wild day, which saw 
all of yesterday's dark horses stay 
in the big show, the almost failure of 
the famous Tommy Armour f6 qualify, 
a hole-in-one by Leo Diegel, and the 
final. fadeout of the last foreign 
threats for the coveted title vacated 
by the retirement of Bobby Jones. 

HOPES SINK. 

Seriously handicapped by a sore 
thumb, Von Elm started out today 
with about the same kind of golf that 
gave him a 75 yesterday and sent him, 
along with 13 others, four strol:es 
away from the par-shooting leaders 
of the first 18-hole round. He ham- 
mered out four pars on the first four 
holes and then ‘got tangled up with 
the rough with two successive shots 
for a five on the par four fourth hole. 

Von Elm clicked off pars on the 
next two holes with . comparative 
ease but his hopes sank on the 210- 
yard 8th when he got mixed up with 
the traps and required five shots for 
the par three hole. He bagged a 
birdie on the comparatively easy par 
five 9th to make the turn in 37, two 
over par.

World’s Champion Player

When playing a hand at Contract, 
if the Declarer: finds that he is ap- 
proaching the rocks of unfavorable 
distribution, which have been the 
scene of many a Contract wreck, it 
behooves the navigator to study his 
chart closely. There may still be a 


way of escape from impending dis- 
aster. I have heretofore pointed out 
the dangers inherent in some dis- 
tributions, even with all the safe- 
guards that may be provided in the 
bidding. Expertness in play permits 
the partnership to bid the hand up 
to the full limit of its trick-taking 
power. On the other hand, it is un- 
wise for the inexpert to contract for 
tricks, which he will find impossible 
to make, not because they are not in 
the hand but because he will not 
know how to get them. 

A leader among American Contract 
players, both in developing the theory 
of play and in its application at the 
table, is Mr. Harold 8S. Vanderbilt, 
the skipper of the yacht Enterprise 
which recently successfully defended 
the possession of the America’s cup, 
the prize trophy of. lovers of this 
sport. His contributions to the game 
of Contract have been as great, or 
greater, than to yachting. He devel- 
oped the present system of scoring 
and. was a leading factor in standard- 
izing and popularizing the game. He 
is the donor of the Vanderbilt cup, 
emblematic of Contract team-of-four 
supremacy. His skill at the Contract 
table is well known. The hand here- 
with furnishes a beautiful example of 
the manner in which he met an ex- 
ceptional situation and triumphantly 
solved it.

This was followed 
by the play of two more rounds of 
clubs. Now Mr. Vanderbilt, from the 
closed hand, led his remaining dia- 
mond, which he trumped with Dum- 
my’s Ace and East was forced to dis- 
card one of his trumps. The spade 
nine was then led from the Dummy 
but East was helpless. Although he 
had held 5 trumps originally and the 
Declarer held but 4, he made none 
of them. 


The strip play is both beautiful. 
and unusual, It is exceptionally un- 
usual when an adverse hand is strip- 
ped of all cards but trumps and then 
is forced to discard one of these, 
which, but for the accuracy of the 
Declarer, would haye been a winner.

Paraguay replied to a Bolivian 
note which had been dispatched after 
the minister at Asunscion had been 
advised last Tuesday to hold himself 
in readiness to return to La Paz. e 
Paraguayan reply was understood 
here to have been considered unsatis- 
factory by Bolivia. 

Bolivia's decision was not interpret- 
ed by the state department, however, 
'as an indication there would be hos- 
'tilities between the principals in the 
Chaco boundary dispute. 

The Bolivian-Paraguayan difficul- 
ties resulted from a recent exchange 
‘of statements by the representatives 
of the two countries in Washington.
